Article Ten, or at least a reservation 
by the United States respecting it, 
declare that he article obligates the 
United States, under the advice of 
the Leage council, to join in wars 
everywhere for preservation of the 
existing'boundaries and stability of 
present governments. 
They declare 


it binds the United States to make 
war at the order of a body com- 
posed of eight foreigners and one 
American, and that this clearly is 
an attempt to rob *eongress of its 
constitutional power of declaring 
and waging war.

Article 15 absolutely shuts out of 
consideration any domestic

tion, and leaves it 'for settlement be- 
tween the two nations. 


The. fourth provision upon which 


a reservation is demanded is that 
covering

League. Its'text follows: 


••Article 1 (paragraph 
H.)—Any 


member of the League may, after 
two years notice of its intention td 
do so. withdraw from thp League, 
provided that all its 
international 


obligations and all 
its

fulfilled at the time of its withdraw- 
al". 


The criticism here is that the pro- 


vision allows the League—that is. 
foreign nations—to 
decide, in the 


case of the United States, whether 
this government has fulfilled its ob- 
ligations. 
The demand is that 
the 


right of the United States to be the 
judge of its own obligations and the 
fulfillment of them be recognized. 


The reply made to this criticism is 


that the provision applies not only 
•to the United States, but to every 
nation in the "League, and that what 
as fair for one is fair for all. 


Disarmament, as provided for in 


Article Eight of the Covenant-is an- 
other . section .causing ,. dissatisfac- 
tion, and a demand for a reserva- 
tion. This provision-r«ads:-r. 
-- 


"Article S.—The. members of the 


League recognize that the, mainten- 
ance of peace requires the reduction 
of national armaments to the lowest 
point consistent with national safe- 
ty, and the enforcement by common 
action of international obligations. 


;The Council, taking account of 


the geographical situation and cir- 
cumstances of each state, shall for- 
mulate plans for such--reduction for 
the consideration and action of the 
several governments. 


"Such plans shall be subject to re- 


consideration and revision at least 
every ten years. 


"After these plans shall have been 


adopted by the several governments, 
the limits of armaments therein fixed 
shall not be exceeded 
without 
the 


concurrence of the council. 


The 
members of 
the 
League 


agree that the manufacture by pri- 
vate enterprise of 
munitions 
and 


implements of war is open to grave 
objections. The council shall advise 
how the evil effects attendant upon 
such manufacture can be prevented 
due regard being had to the neces- 
ities of those members of the league 
which are not able, to manufacture 
the munitions and 
implements of 


war necessary for their safety. 


•'The members of the league un- 


dertake to 
interchange 
full 
and 


frank information as to the scale of 
their 
armaments, 
their 
military, 


naval and air programs 
and 
the 


condition of such of their industries 
as are adaptable to war like purpo- 
ses". 


The criticism directed against this 


article is that while it discusses dis- 
armament, it does not really provide 
for it. The fact-that the council's 
function is merely that of drawing
